are retired on an adequate salary. 
This happens in times of war as well 
as in times of peace. 
There are also 
certain forms 
of 
public 
service 
where it is not wanted that the peo­ 
ple engaged in those pursuits should 
have a divided interest. 
What is 
true of the a rm y is true also 
of 
judges, the firem en and teachers, 
who are in the public service in a 
large sense. 
“ We know’ of a great many large 
industrial corporations who retire 
their employes and among the chief 
of these is the Pennsylvania Rail 
road company, Iwjho pensions 
its 
employes. 
To th e young man just 
entering tho employment of these 
companies these pensions are of lit­ 
tle interest, but to the middle aged 
man, it is different. He is not likely I 
to get into a strike and he has the \ 
satisfaction to know that he is se- , 
cure in h i s old ago.
